The  verses  were  written  after  a futile  attempt  at  reconciliation  with 
I.ady  Byron,  through  IMadame  l>e  Stael's  agency  and  were  not  intended 
for  publication. 

Owing  to  many  important  changes  the  poem  in  the  original  MS.  differs 
widely  from  the  printed  form,  and  a verse  (written  in  another  ink), — 
"The  moral  CliitemncKtra  of  thy  Lord 
Who  hewed  down  with  an  unsuspected  sword

«0Be  of  the  best  Incidents  from  the  all  popular  work,  arrangoj  and 
oondensed  in  a manner  merely  to  preserve  the  FTnities  of  Time  and  Place,  for 
-the  purposes  of  Theatrical  Sffect  and  Sosnic  llluaion,  but  to  equip  an  agrs- 
able  work  in  a still  more  attractive  garb,  'ay  the  aid  of  the  Artist  and  the 
Aeter.  It  is  hoped  that  the  attempt  will  net  prove  ansnccessM,  but  that 
I -‘Hard  Times,'  for  *a  absorbing  interest  and  apigrammafical  writing,  wiB 
mot  Prove  inferior  to  any  former  adaptation  of  air  Dickens’  works.  Th* 
present  Adapter  has  endeavoured  rigidly  to  adhere  to  the  Text  of  that  talented 
Author,  with  the  sole  view  of  making  all  that  was  created  by  his  great  minS 
appreciated  and  felt  by  the  Audience.
